According to Carlos Lenze, 
Barquillo 29, Madrid, Spain the 
three Spanish colonies of Span- 
ish Guinea, Spanish Sahara and 
Ifni will also sponsor Ferdinand 
jssues. As for the Isabellas the 
eelonies are to have a 5 Pesetas 
airmail of which there will be 
50,000 for each. 

Designs are to be chosen from 
those submitted by Spanish ar- 
tists in a competition ending De- 
eember 13.

Legends, Traditions Of 
The Season On World's 
Colorful Stamp Issues 


by Gertrude Boss 


Christmas is not an American institution or an American holiday. 
But we have patterned our best aspirations after its meaning until 
it has become not only one day in our year but, in a sense our way 
of life. As we observe it Christmas is in celebration of the birth of 
Jesus of Nazareth, and is the foundation of a religion which pro- 
claims one of the foremost philosophies of human control, The 
roots of Christian observance go deeply into the folk-lore of the 
Druids, Egyptians, Romans, Scandinavians, English and Germans, 
Long before the babe in the manger ancients found their light and 
their calendars in the skies. What we know of ancient Christmas 
finds full flavor in the past and present customs of our own homes 


and those of our ancestors. 
Christmas is today’s name for 
the Yule, or Jul, of northern Eu- 
ropeans; the Noel of the French; 
the Noché-buena of the Spanish, 
and the name given by the Ro- 
man Catholic Church to the 
Christ Mass. Sometimes Christ- 
mas is written “Xmas” because 
the ‘“X” is the Greek equivalent 
to “Ch” and is therefore taken 
to represent the word “Christ”. 
“Xmas 1898” was inscribed on 
a stamp of Canada that showed a 


map of the world. It is Canada,

Belgium paid tribute to the The 
Madonna and Child with stamp 
SP199. 


THE CHRISTMAS TREE 


"Oh, Christmas tree, Ob, Christ- 
mas tree, 
Thy leaves are so unchanging.” 


Nobody seems to know who in- 
vented the Christmas tree. Some 
historians think it sprang from 
the celebration of the Saturnalia, 
when Romans hung little masks 
of Bacchus on small pine trees. 
It achieved its earliest popular- 
ity in Germany, especially as an 
indoor decoration, and it is said 
that once on the eve of the an- 
niversary of the Nativity, Mar- 
tin Luther walked through the 
forest and became so enamored 
with the wonder of the Winter’s 
night, he cut a small snow laden 
fir tree and set it up inside his 
house, decorating it with can- 
dles, to represent the stars. 

No finer subject on stamps of 
the world is available than the 
84pf. green one, issued for Ger- 
man Occupation. It shows two 
evergreens in outline against the 
Mountains of Baden. It was the 
Benedictine Friar, St. Boniface of 
the 8th century who decorated the 
fir tree with gifts to symbolize 
the bounty of God. 

Although a few trees were used 
in England, in the early 19th cen- 
tury Prince Albert, the consort 
of Queen Victoria was really re- 
sponsible for its introduction 
there in 1841. When their oldest 
son was born, the Prince set up 
a tree in Windsor Castle. 

The Christmas tree has made 
very little headway in Latin 
America. In North America we 
even sing about it as, “Oh,

SANTA CLAUS 


Santa Claus is but the Ameri- 
can version of Good Old St. Nick, 
He was a legendary, bearded saint 
of Europe whose coat of arms 
is shown on a 1930 Swiss stamp 
(SP54). The earliest stories of 
him relate that he was a native 
of the city of Patara, in Lycia, in 
Asia Minor. 

His piety was so great he even 
refused milk on fast days. Later 
he entered a monastery at Sion 
near Tyra, and during the reign 
of Emperor Diocletian he was 
persecuted, but Emperor Con- 
stantine released him. He has al- 
ways been regarded as the spe- 
cial guardian of children, as well 
as the poor, and from his cus- 
tom of bestowing gifts, we find 
the older members of the fami- 
lies place gifts in shoes and 
stockings and attribute the gifts 
as coming from the Saint. His 
day is December 6 which day 
Dutch children observed when 
coming to America, hence the 
English children soon learned of 
Santa Claus, and in time all chil- 
dren were observing the same 
gift day, Christmas Day. 


CHRISTMAS GIFTS 


The custom of gifts originated 
with the Three Wise Men who 
brought gold, frankincense and 
myrrh to the Babe in the man- 
ger. We see this shown on a 
stamp of Brazil (SP3). In the 
time of Henry VII it was a com- 
mon practice for royalty to ex- 
act gifts from their subjects, 
which custom grew into the pres- 
ent day universal exchange of 
tokens of good will.

Adventurer, Poet 
Saint From Macao 


Macao, Portugal’s colony off the 
China Coast at the mouth of the 
Canton River, has recently be- 
gan the sale of a new definitive 
issue. 

In the designs are portraits of 
the following: 1 avo and 20a, 
slate and lake respectively, Fer- 
nao Mendez Pinto; 2a olive green 
and 10a brown, St. Francis Xav- 
ier; 3a green and 50a orange red, 
Jorge Alvares; 6a violet and 30a 
dark brown and green, Luis de 
Camoens. 


The three following will all|* 


have different ship designs and 
are 1 pataca blue, 3p dark blue 
and black, and 5p orange brown. 

According to Whitfield King & 
Co., Ipswich, England, the men 
depicted have an important place 
in Portuguese history. 

Pinto (1509-83) was an adven- 
turer who travelled for 21 years 
in southeast Asia fighting and 
trading with the Chinese and 
other peoples. In 1558 he gave up 
travelling, returned to Portugal, 
married and wrote his famous 
travel book, “I] Peregrinacao”. 

St. Francis Xavier (1506-52) 
was a Spanish Jesuit Missionary 
and saint known as the “Apostle 
of the Indies”, He founded a mis- 
sion in Japan and for some time 
was forbidden to enter China. 
Finally receiving the right to en- 
ter, he died on his way to the 
country, 

Camoens (1524-80) is probably 
the most famous of the Portu- 
guese poets. After an early suc- 
cess in Lisbon, which included 
patronage from the Court he re- 
tired to exile, Later he took up 
soldiering with duty in the East, 

After waiting at Macao for a 
ship to take him back to India he 
was imprisoned for intrigue and 
was shipwrecked while being re- 
turned to India’ He was rescued, 
imprisoned in Cambodia, with an 
eventual return to Goa. 

On his way back to Portugal 
he was twice again imprisoned, 
After his arrival his poems were 
published and greeted enthusias- 
tically. More ups and downs be- 
set him, he finally dieing in pov- 
erty from the plague which was 
rampant at that time in Portugal,

COMMONWEALTH CATA- 
LOGUE. The 1952 Common- 
wealth Catalogue of King George 
VI stamps has arrived and is a 
MUST for collectors of these 
stamps. This catalogue recognizes 
and prices the many varieties of 
these popular issues. 

In addition it gives date of is- 
ue and numbers sold of most 
items. The prices record as far 
as possible, the actual retail mar- 
ket value of all stamps so that 
the collector can easily determine 
the proper discount to be ex- 
pected from American catalogue 
prices, which in many cases are 
out of line with actual retail 
prices, 

In a recent ad, a large dealer 
here offered a stamp of Hong 
Kong with a Scott’s catalogue 
price of $2.50 at $1.50. Accord- 
ing to the Commonwealth Cata- 
logue this retail price is about 
5 times too high. 

On the other hand, many de- 
sirable stamps can be bought 
here in the U. S., based on the 
Scott price, which according to 
Commonwealth are worth much 
more, 

The two printings of the 1951 
Commonwealth catalogue were 
quickly sold out and could not be 
again reprinted due to the paper 
shortage. The ordered printing of 
the 1952 issue was extra large, 
with the hope that all orders can 
be filled—but the advance sale 
has been substantial. 

CANADA. Imprint blocks of 
Canadian stamps have always 
been popular and in demand and 
dealers charged whatever they 
thought the collector would pay. 
The 1952 Commonwealth Cata- 
logue prices all imprint blocks 
from 1937 to 1951 and as far as 
the writer knows, is the only 
catalogue that gives the collec- 
tor some idea as to the retail 
value of these blocks. 
AUSTRALIA. The Common- 
wealth Catalogue also prices im- 
print blocks of Australian stamps 
of George VI and I note one such 
block of a 3 pence stamp listed 
as 50 Pounds. 

GREAT BRITAIN. The 1%d 
Coronation stamp exists with two 
vertical dots between the 12 and 
May. This is known as the colon 
variety and priced by Common- 
wealth at 15 shillings. 

GREAT BRITAIN. The Festi- 
val of Britain set of two stamps 
is scarcer than the catalogue 
price of 16c would indicate. The 
2% pence is the scarcer of the 
two in mint condition. The Com- 
monwealth catalog prices the 24%d 
at 4/ld mint and ld used.

They say “the third time is the charm.” Anyhow it worked that 
way with the Third Annual American Stamp Dealers Association 
Show which was held for the third time in the 71st Infantry Regi- 
ment Armory in New York on November 16, 17 and 18th. The 
show was bigger and better than ever, 
just as we had predicted it would be be- 
fore we left for the show. We could see 
the trend of better business and more ac- 
tivity on the part of the stamp trade and

. biggest and best ever and will leave some- 
thing to shoot at for future shows, 

Estimates based on ticket sales and 
other means of computing the attendance 
say that over 57,000 people attended the 
show. That sure was a record and is the 
biggest crowd to attend any stamp show 
anywhere, since Cipex at the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace in 1947.

Our Hawaiian Search 


While in New York I spent several hours at the Collectors Club 
trying to run down some old information on Hawaiian Missionaries 
but got nowhere. The facts are as I have so often said, there is so 
little actually known about these stamps themselves that a book 
of a couple pages would tell it all. There is of course a lot of tall 
tales, and a lot of other matter but on the stamps themselves the 
known facts are so few that no one knows just how they were made 
or printed or about the paper.and other details. Of course there are 
some few bare facts known, but beyond that all is conjecture and 
opinion. All the known things today are based on a few crippled 
old stamps that have had their face lifted so often that now they 
look like one of the ladies from the Bowery Follies instead of a 
snappy looking postage stamp from the Pearl of the Pacific. 

I did find out several things however that are of interest. It 
appears that the more modern school of dealers and collectors are 
far more open minded on this subject than are the few of the old 
school who are left. Even some of the latter professed to have no 
opinion or knowledge of the real stamps. The pattern of things 
among the old school is all the same. We experts have to stick to- 

ether. Somme guy makes a statement based on the fact that he had 
our or five of the old cripples and he saw a really new good one 
and said, “no good.” Reason, “’taint like mine.” Opinions passed 
by people entirely unfitted to analyze and pass on such stamps as 
these. I talked to a man who is the leader in America in the school 
of stamps to which his business and study is devoted. He never 
handled Hawaiian Missionaries, but he is tops in his field and an 
eminent student. He sat down in my booth and spent a half hour 
in looking at the Grinnell stamps and when he was through he 
remarked in a casual manner, “I think you have something here, 
go to it and good luck.” I talked to one of the leading Auction 
houses and the gentleman there admitted he had never seen the 
Grinnell stamps. After looking them over he was amazed, he just 
could not find anything wrong with them and said they looked 
mighty nice to him, I talked to the head of one of the biggest stamp 
firms in New York who told me a story about a man who was a 
specialist in the stamps of-—————(We will skip the name of the 
country) but it was some little stamp issuing place that had about 
a half dozen stamps. This man who collected those stamps claimed 
to be a specialist in them and with so few stamps to collect he cer- 
tainly ought to know a good one from a bad one, yet when he was 
offered three copies one day he refused to buy them wtihout a guar- 
antee. This is all to show you that some of these so called specialists 
and experts do not know their own stamps, and the best advice 
anyone can give a stamp collector is to learn to know your own 
stamps and not take the word of anyone else concerning them. If 
you are not capable of knowing what you collect, then you better 
hunt another field. 

Anyhow that just shows you what so called specialists and 
experts know about some things. 

After some further conversation with this party I showed him 
all of the Grinnell stamps and he was amazed. I think he felt that 
they had a far better than a 50-50 chance of being real and I am 
going to. have some further help from this party in my efforts to 
authenticate these stamps. More of that later, 

I found the average collector and dealer of today much more 
receptive to looking at the stamps than are the few old timers or 
the crowd that seems to thrive on past reputations and past experts, 
many of which often made bad errors as I know from actual facts 
which I could relate if need be. 

Yes, this Hawaiian story is not completed. There is too much to 
learn about these stamps to let them down now. I have some 
promises of help from various sources and will follow them up in 
future weeks. 


Fair Warning 


I have often urged the removal of gum from mint stamps. I 
have just had further proof for the need for this. A good sized 
consignment of mint plate blocks was turned over to me for dis- 
posal after the death of the owner. The collector had “put them in 
glassine envelopes. The seams on the envelopes had oozed gum and 
hundreds of them were stuck on the back. I had to tear off the 
envelopes to get the stamps out and then break up the blocks to save 


the brittleness of the gum was very apparent. If you have mint 
plate blocks the chances are that the number will break off some 
day due to the brittle gum. Once bent; the block is ruined. If 
we would wash the gum, all these could be saved, but then the 
dealer would lose for after he sells them you poor collectors soon 
get them in such shape that you could not sell them back to him

In the November 19 column I 
recorded the fact that HPO col- 
lectors and the National Highway 
Post Office Society through its of- 
ficers protested the opening - of 
two routes without notification 
from the Post Office Department. 

The Society is of the opinion 
that since its province of interest 
is all phases of HPO activity, it is 
entitled to information which will 
make it possible to have covers 
on all routes, temporary or per- 
manent. 

Virgil J. Geary. NHPOS secre- 
tary, was sent a letter on the 
matter by a Post Office Depart- 
ment official which advances a 
reasonable and informative decla- 
ration of the Depariment’s stand. 
It so happens that unless the POD 
changes its attitude in the matter, 
HPO collectors will have them- 
selves quite a problem to handle. 

Excerpts from the letter are as 


follows: 

- » - This letter (to the 
POD) is a protest to the recent 
establishment of highway post 
office service between Norfolk, 
Virginia, and Raleigh, North Ca- 
rolina, without notifying philate- 
lists 

“This route is not considered as 
a permanent highway post office 
route but due to request of the 
Norfolk and Southern Railway 
Company to be relieved of hand- 
ling mail, it was decided to make 
a temporary rearrangement of 
routes in North Carolina, extend- 
ing the Suffolk and Rocky Mount 
Highway Post Office to operate 
Beaufort to Raleigh, and use the 
spare vehicles in that vicinity to 
establish a temporary route, 
Norfolk to Raleigh, as substitute 
service for discontinued rail serv- 
ice requested by the railroad 
company. 

“For some time there has been 
a great demand for the expansion 
of highway post office routes in 
various parts of the country. 
Some of these requests are very 
insistent. There are no funds 
available for purchase of vehicles 
or establishment of new routes 
by private contractors during 
this fiscal year. Therefore, it was 
only by a regrouping and rear- 
rangement of the present vehicles 
allocated to that region that we 
were able to give temporary relief 
to patrons between Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, and Raleigh,- North Caro- 
lina, by use of standby or spare 
vehicles. 

“The Post Office Department 
has endeavored to cooperate in 
every way with philatelists. We 
expect to cooperate in the future 
on any routes we consider to be 
permanent routes Instruc- 
tions are in effect whereby all 
‘planned’ or permanent routes 
will be carried in the Postal Bul- 
letin but minor changes in routes 
made necessary by changed con- 
ditions or temporary routes, such 
as Norfolk and Raleigh, will not 
be published.” 

The big problem  is:—Should 
such temporary routes be recog- 
nized by HPO collectors for cata- 
log listing, or should listings be 
confined solely to those which 
have been announced formally, 
and for which the Post Office De- 
partment has supplied a special 
postmark and cachet? 

If you list them, you are mak- 
ing rarities, for few covers are 
ever carried for collectors on the 
first day of operation due to the 
lack of announcement of the start 
of service. And a field with a lot 
of rarities discourages many in 
it, and those planning to enter, 
for they have little opportunity 
of completion. 

The Post Office Department 
could solve the entire dilemma 
by listing all HPO service, just 
as it does airmail flights at places 
where no cachets or special hand- 
ling of collectors’ covers is plan- 
ned.

On United Nations Day, October 
24, when the first lot of the UN 
stamps was released to the public, 
there also was a first day of issue 
for the postage meter machines 
used in the UN post office. The 
meter impression itself is a rath- 
er attractive affair, and it might 
be considered fair enough game to 
be added to a collection of UN 
stamps and related material. 

But a report on the meters and 
the first day inaugural in the 
Pitney-Bowes Bulletin should be 
of some interest to stamp 
collectors who supported the UN 
going into the stamp business with 
purchases of mint stamps and 
those for covers. 

Pitney-Bowes manufactured the 
postage meter machines as they 
did the automatic canceling 
machines in use at the UN post 
office. 

The tollowing quote might or 
might not be of some significance. 
It is from the above named bul- 
letin:— 

“The UN meter stamp, carried 
through innumerable design 
changes to its final form by PB 
people working in cooperation 
with UN postal officials, is now 
in use on all machines engaged 
in dispatching UN headquarters 
official mail throughout the 
globe.” 

The question now arises that if 
the UN intends to use meters for 
its official mail, then why did they 
go against the advice of the 
United States Post Office Depart- 
ment and the protests of many- 
collectors to issue _ adhesive 
stamps? 

The answer to that, if there is 
to be an answer, is fairly obvi- 
ous. But you couldn’t toss your 
dough away to a worthier cause.

“GEORGE E. McCABE, Troy, 
Pa.” He was a familiar and well- 
liked individual among the vet- 
erans at the convention as well 
as the dealers who follow the 
national stamp shows. Most of 
the folks who did business with 
Mr. McCabe soon came to know 
that he was a part-time stamp 
dealer, a high school mathema- 
tics teacher by profession. 

A life-long collector, McCabe 
had gotten started about 15 years 
earlier as a part-time dealer and 
stamp dealing, itself, actually be- 
came a hobby since it enabled 
him to attend one or two national 
stamp conventions each year. This 
he considered in the fashion of a 
vacation, and the stamps he 
bought and sold helped pay the 
way. 

As has been said, the APS con- 
vention that year buzzed with 
stories about the big “find” of the 
Defense errors. Many of the 
prominent New York dealers also 
were in attendance. So many re- 
ports of Defense errors were go- 
ing the rounds that one stamp 
dealer is reported to have made 
the statement: “I’m not going to 
spend a penny for any of this 
junk. The Defense errors will be 
so common tomorrow or next 
week that everyone will have a 
cigar box full of them.” 

Like in everything else, there 
were detractors as well as boost- 
ers in the Defense picture—it all 
added up to whether someone 
had made a find, shared in a 
find, or had a source of supply 
of the errors. They were “popu- 
lar,” and had really caught the 
fancy of the general collector. 
The second day of the con- 
vention, Mr. McCabe fell into a 
conversation with a customer at 
his table. After they had talked 
about stamps a few minutes, the 
man made a purchase of a set of 
commemorative blocks. As he was 
about to turn away, the man idly 
remarked that he “understood” 
a large supply of the lc errors 
had been found about three 
weeks earlier in Birmingham, 
Ala. Mr. McCabe questioned the 
man further but that was about 
all he could say. 

Now, Mr. McCabe, a Scotch- 
Irishman by descent, had been

CHAPTER X 


The Defense Errors were the main topic of conversation at the 
annual convention of the American Philatelic Society at the Hol- 
lenden Hotel in Cleveland in August, 1942. In a reviving stamp 
market, the imperforate errors had proved to be just that extra fil- 
lip that made the fall season of 1942 unusually notable. 

I believe it was at this convention, or shortly before it open- 
ed, that Nelson LaGanke sold one of the first 3c imperf blocks to 
be offered at auction in the mid-west. It was purchased for $22.50 
by Norman Brock of San Antonio, Texas, a stamp dealer who later 
was to figure prominently in the story of the Defense errors. From 
the sum realized, it can be seen that the 3c errors, at least, were on 
the descending escalator as concerned price. 











years. He reasoned that in the 
ordinary course of events only 
approximately one-third as many 
le stamps are printed as 3c 
stamps. “Maybe the errors will 
be in proportion,” he thought. 

That night when he went to 
bed, sleep was long in coming. 
The errors had tickled his imag- 
ination, particularly the story 
about the le errors being dis- 
covered in Alabama. The next 
day, he inquired around for the 
name of a well-known stamp 
dealer in Birmingham and was 
given the name of W. Marvin Ac- 
ton. McCabe wrote immediately, 
airmail special, asking Mr. Ac- 
ton if he had any of the lc 
errors on hand, and offering to 
buy them. 

Mr. McCabe by chance had ad- 
dressed ‘‘headquarters.” 

Mr. Acton wrote back and said 
he had a supply of several hun- 
dred on hand. 

Mr. McCabe then replied imme- 
diately, offering to buy “all you 
have on hand,” and quoting a 
price that Mr. Acton considered 
“very fair.” The first shipment 
from Birmingham, Ala., to Troy, 
Pa., amounted to 400 pairs and 
300 blocks. It is believed that 
Mr. McCabe paid between $2 and 
$3 a pair. 

“Headquarters” for the 1c De- 
fense errors then became the 
small eastern city of Troy, Pa. 
McCabe turned around and at 
once offered the errors for $8 re- 
tail or $5 in lots on consignment 
to dealers. He had calls from vir- 
tually all dealers who adver- 
tised the le errors, supplying 
Gibbons, Harris, Homer W. Da- 
vis, Rumark, Broadway, M. & S. 
and others, 

Herman Herst, Jr., was among 
the first dealers supplied on con- 
signment by Mr. McCabe and a 
close working agreement result- 
ed. McCabe and Herst cooperated 
100% throughout the Defense er- 
ror “season.” They shared infor- 
mation and pooled knowledge. 

The errors sold like hot cakes. 
After three weeks McCabe’s 
supply was nearly exhausted and 
he turned again to Mr. Acton who 
was able to round up several 
hundred more pairs and blocks. 

This time Acton sold a good 
many of the errors in complete 
sheets of 100 stamps. McCabe had 
a call from a private investor who

DANIEL CHESTER FRENCH 
Sculptor 


Born at Exeter, N. H. in 1850— 
died in 1911. His earlier education 
was received at M.I.T. and at age 
23 he completed his first com- 
mission, a statue of The Minute 
Man, which stands at Concord, 
Mass. He then studied further in 
Italy and France, strengthening 
his technical skill; returning 
home, he opened his first studio 
in Washington in 1876, followed 
by his later headquarters in Bos- 
ton, 1878, and-his final place in 
New York. 

Among his great and everlast- 
ing works there are listed: John 
Harvard, standing in the Harvard 
University grounds—Statue of the 
Republic, first shown at the Chi- 
cago Worlds Fair in 1893—the fa- 
mous bronze doors of the Bos- 
ton Public Library—groups rep- 
resenting Europe, Asia, Africa 
and America, in front of the N. 
Y. Custom House—the heroic 
seated Lincoln in the Lincoln 
Memorial, Washington. 

Further, there are statues of 
General Cass, Rufus Choate, 
Thomas Starr King, George F. 
Hoar, Governor James Oglethorpe, 
and portrait busts of Poe, Emer- 
son, Hawthorne and Philips 
Brooks, all in the American Hall 
of Frame, to which we hope 
French, too, will soon be elected.

slovakian lullaby-carol? The first 
carols were those sung in Hea- 
ven by the angels,—“Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth 
peace”. We see this portrayed on 
a Hungarian issued stamp of 1943. 
All0. 

Many say that historically it 
was St. Francis of Assisi who was 
the first to popularize the carol, 
but the real beginning of such a 
custom was in the 15th century, 
in England. 

A carol is a joyous outburst 
for a festive occasion, and the 
word itself has a dancing origin 
and seems to go back to the 
Greek word for a flute player. It 
is not only the tune that comes 
from the heart, but the words 
are governed by emotion and not 
by reason. 

The oldest carol to be found in 
the hymnal of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church is “Of the fa- 





ther’s love begotten”. It is the 
English translation of the Latin 
carol by Aurelius Clemens Pru- 
dentius (348-413). 

The earliest known English 
carol is one by Dame Berners, 
prioress of St. Albans, who wrote 
“A Carolle of Huntynge” in the 
fourteenth century. The custom 


of “waits,” that is, groups of boys 


and men who would go around 
singing carols on Christmas Eve, 
originated many centuries ago 
and oftimes the groups were min- 
strels. 

The Christmas carols of Latin 
America are mainly of Spanish 
and Portuguese origin, and some 
of the original ones were sung in 
Lima, the capital of Peru, as 
early as the sixteenth century. 
Most of them, sung after the Misa 
de Gallo, are gay and vivacious 
with their accompaniment of tam- 
bourines and castanets. 


The beginning of the eighteenth 
century marks the transition from

Do you have to have a certain 
minimum number of stamps to 
be counted a stamp collector? 

Do your have to house your 
stamps in an album or some kind 
of book to be called a stamp col- 
lector? 

Do you have to spend a cer- 
tain minimum number of hours 
a week at stamp collecting in or- 
der to be called a stamp collec- 
tor? 
If you collect stamps only for 
speculative reasons are you 4 
stamp collector? And so on, ad 
infinitum. If we take a minimum 
definition of stamp collector— 
such a definition that would in- 
clude even the fellow who tears 
stamps off his personal mail and 
throws them in a corner of a 
drawer with a mental note that 
someday he may want to look at 
them more closely—then with 
this minimum definition certain- 
ly the army of stamp collectors 
is quite large and I would be 
inclined to go along with Mr. 
Farley’s 10,000,000 figure, plus or 
minus a few million! 

If we weed out, by a list of def- 
inite exceptions, all persons who 
do not meet the test of specific 
criteria, in order to arrive at a 
definition of “stamp collector”’— 
excluding, for example, the spec- 
ulators, the juveniles, the profes- 
sionals, the “off again, on again” 
collectors, and so on, then per- 
haps we can count the remain- 
ing few noses rather accurately 
—and we may be surprised at the 
smaliness of the figure, 

Let's suppose, just for the heck 
of it, that we define “stamp col- 
lector” as a person who sub- 
scribes to one or more of the 
seven leading (in point of circu- 
lation) stamp publications. There’s 
nothing wrong with this as a 
clear-cut definition, since we 
could just as well define “stamp 
collector” as any person owning 
a copy of Great Britain No. 1. 

On the grounds of validity, the 
definition may be attacked, but 
certainly not on the grounds of 
reliability since we can actually 
count the stamp collectors! We 
could argue that in order to be 
worthy of the name “stamp col- 
lector” the individual must be a 
subscriber to one or more of the 
leading publications, just as in 
order to be worthy of the title 
Very Important Person one must

have his name listed in Who’s 
Who, and that’s that. 

In 1950-1951, the grand total 
average paid circulation of the 
seven leading philatelic publica- 
tions according to latest avail- 
able sworn statements of circula- 
tions was approximately 134,000. 
Therefore, IF in order to be con- 
sidered a stamp collector one had 
to be a subscriber to one or more 
of these publications, the total 
maximum number of stamp col- 
lectors could not exceed “134,000. 
BUT, there is a certain amount 
of overlapping—exactly how 
much I do not know—in those 
instances where a collector sub- 
scribes to more than one of the 
seven leading publications. The 
questionnaire results show the 
percentages of “overlapping” of 
subscription lists in the accom- 
panying tabultation. 

Our figures show that 284 
LINN’S subscribers also account 
for 228 subscriptions to the other 
six “leaders’—that each Linn’s 
subscriber subscribes to 1.8 of the 
seven available publications list- 
ed. The total overlap is 80.1%, so 
our maximum “net” figure is 
somewhere in the neighborhood 
of 75,000 “stamp collectors.” 

It is pointed out, however, that 
in order to even approach ac- 
curacy by such a method as this 
we must have comparable read- 
ership figures from each of the 
other six publications—in other 
words, we would have to have 
subscribers to the other six pub- 
lications indicate what other pa- 
pers and magazines they sub- 
scribe to. 

I am the first to admit that a 
“census” of stamp _ collectors— 
beginning with a universally ac- 
cepted definition of “stamp col- 
lector”—would be a monumental 
undertaking; and I am also first 
to admit that counting stamp col- 
lectors by beginning with such a 
definition as I proposed, and then 
using circulation figures to num- 
ber by, certainly falls far short 
of reality. 

But I am also the first to ar- 
fue that if anyone really wants 
to count stamp collectors he must 
take a realistic approach, and the 


instrumentalities he uses to count 
must be both valid and reliable 


instrumentalities. 
How many stamp collectors do 
I think there are? Oh, some- 
where between 75,000 and 12,- 
000,000! How many do you think 

there are?

carols to more dignified and sol- 
emn Christmas hymns. 

The nineteenth century brought 
the beautiful “Silent Night, Holy 
Night” by Father Mohr and 
Franz Gruber, in a little Austrian 
Alpine village, and also “O Lit- 
tle Town of Bethlehem” written 
by our American Phillips Brooks, 
who got the inspiration as he 
stood under the stars one holy 
night, overlooking the sacred 
town. 


THE YULE LOG 


The cutting of the log was a 
great ceremony in Scandinavian 
countries before the custom reach- 
ed England. A fine stamp show- 
ing these wood cutters appears 
on an issue of Canada, it is type 
Alll. 

As we know, the word sound 
“J” in the language of the Norse- 
men is like our “Y”, and since 
these great logs were burnt at 
the feast of “juul”’, at the time 
of the winter solstice, it is be- 
lieved the kindling of Yule Log 
fires had connection with Norse 
Sun worship. 

Some authorities have con- 
nected the word “Yule” or “juul” 
with the Gothic “giul” or “hiul’” 
meaning wheel. In ancient times 
everywhere the wheel was a sign 
of the turning point of the year, 
when the Sun has completed its 
annual circuit. 

Sir Walter Scott wrote “Christ- 
mas In The Olden Times”, with 
these words, 


“The fire, with well dried logs 
suplied 
Went roaring up the chimney 
wide.” 
“Heap on more wood, the wind 
is chill,”— 


This was a splendid spectacle 
in old English baronial halls, for 
the Yule Log was massive, and 
supposed to burn throughout the 
holidays. It was brought from 
the forest with shouts and laugh- 
ter, while every passer-by doffed 
his hat. Its arrival at the hall 
was hailed by minstrels, 

If no minstrels had assembled; 
each member of the family took 
his turn of sitting on the log and 
Singing a Yule song. The light- 
ing was with a brand from the 
log of the previous year, for luck, 
and during the burning a strange 
superstition was observed, which 
banned the entrance to the hall 
of a barefoot person, or a flat- 
footed woman, 

In Germany as recently as the 
nineteenth century, the Yule Log 
was carefully preserved for a re- 
newed burning during thunder 
storms as a protection from light- 
ning stroke.

The Israeli postal system con-

P. Ostrow of Elizabeth, N. J. Dur- 
ing the autumn months he has re- 
ceived covers marking the open- 
ing of new post offices at Givat 
Brener, Maas and Neve Saanan 
(all as of September 9). 

On the same date, new postal 
cancellations were adopted for 
Azor, Hulda and Naan. They dif- 
fer from the older cancellations 
used in that the dates and He- 
brew inscriptions are larger. 

Mr. Ostrow reports that a spe- 
cial cancellation was used on the 
occasion of the special philatel- 
ic exhibition “A Century of Jew- 
ish History” held in Tel Aviv on 
September 11. It features an Is- 
raeli flag, with inscriptions in 
English, Hebrew and Arabie, 
within a serrated square. 

On October 24, another spe- 
cial cancellation was used to 
mark United Nations Organiza- 
tion Day. It consists of the UN 
symbol, a globe encircled by palm 
branches, with the inscription 
“JERUSALEM—24-10—1951”,
